easily forgotten. 


Colonel llonsovolt's stand, from hlsr, 


first cry for the "square dual" to his 
fight for a second elective term In 1912,, 
was always on the basis of social jus- 
tice, nnd on the platfoim of elevating 
tho condition of the working and mld- 
dlo classes, Along this line developed 
his demand for the Initiative, the ref- 
oremim, and the recall of Judges und 
and Judicial decisions. 


As president, Roosevelt's activities

up he resigned and helped raise the 
first volunteer regiment of cavalry for 
the war with Spain.

Governor and President. 


Coming bi>ck from the war, Roose- 


velt was elected governor of New 
York. But he would not be bossed by 
the politicians, so instead of giving 
him a .second term they persuaded him 
to take the nomination for vice presi- 
dent on the ticket with McKlnley. 
When 1'rpsldent McKlnley, shot by an 
assassin, died on September 14. 1001. 
Roosevelt became president. 


President Uoosevelt served out Mc- 


Kinley's imexpircd term and was elect- 
ed president in 1004 by the largest run- 
joritv ever given a candidate for the 
oilice. In his seven and a half years 
In the White House he had ample op- 
portunity to show the stuff that was in 
him. He lived deeply and broadly and 
was. at once the accomplished man of

The perfection to which orientation Iti developed 
In the highly bred and trained homor was recently 
demonstrated nt a pigeon (ly conducted by the 
pigeon section of tlio signal corps, when !!, 100 
homing pigeons were released In Washington for 
n 11} to Now York city, 212-i miles. To a single 
bird, these pigeons van out 'of Ihelr coops and 
arose In the air with the speed of nn express 
train, «ud after taking a half circle to gel their 
bearing were oil' for Now York. Every one of 
tho pigeons was reported to have arrived prompt- 
ly and the tlist arrival made tho trip In r> hours 
itnd -10 minutes, 
Surely It did not atop to rend

Just how tho homing .pigeon developed ihis 


power of orientation Is n moot question, hut It Is 
certain that it linn been cultivated through cen- 
turies until now It Is almost uncanny.

names, and you will find tlmt each person knows 
that he has the answer to tlio riddle. Some call 
U Innate love of homo; others attribute It to fac- 
ulty, atmospheric conditions, sight, or memory. 
Personally, I cannot call u anything more or loss 
Uiun Instinct, highly developed. 
Wo find It In 


lesser degree in horses, (fogs nnd cats, and In 
other birds It seems to be developed n little less 
markedly, but with si)fl|p.lent accuracy so tlmt 
they nitgrnto annually thousands of miles without 
the nld of any other compass than their Instinct. 


When wo remember the potent power of selec- 


tion and think of the years and generations of 
careful brooding and selection which tho homing 
pigeon has undergone It Is not NO wonderful that 
they have developed tho homing instinct to a high 
degree. I have seen their cousins, tho fan-tailed 
pigeons, bred to such a degroo of fineness that 
they weighed only n few ounces nplcco and were

In races tbo acttinl speed 


recorded Is almost beyond belief. Speeds of 1,830 
to 1,000 yards per minute, or 00 miles per hour, 
have been made, for ,short distances, and It Is not 
extraordinary for a Iflrd to cover In excess of ,TOO 
miles In a single day. The record for 1,000 miles 
Is 1 day, 11 hours, 2<l ii'inntes and 11 seconds, and 
was made by a bird named Bullet, nnd tho longest 
miecpsaful race was 1,089 miles from Denver, 
Colo., to Springfield, Mass, (tlmo 22 days, 8 hours, 
'22 minutes), although Instances ara 
recorded 


where birds sent from Nov. York to tho Pacific 
coast as breeders, have, ou liberation or escape, 
returned from California, over the mountains and 
plains to their old homes In New York.

"In 1914, 83 P9liclos tor $82,800.00 of 


insurances were Issued and 3 policies 
for $3,000.00 insurance lapsed. In 1915, 
71 policies for $70,500.00 insurance 
were issued, 2 policy-holders 
with 


$2,000.00 insurance died, 1 surren- 
dered and 5 lapsed. In 1916, 84 poli- 
cies for $80,200.00 were issued,' 1 
policy-holder died, 3 surrendered and 
14 lapsed. In 1917, 21 policies for 
$21,000.00 were (issued, 1 surrendered 
and 1 lapsed. In 1818, 11 policies were 
issued, 6 people with $6,000.00 ol in- 
surance died, 3 people with $3,000.00 
insurance surrendered and 9 people 
with $4,000.00 insurance lapsed, 


"There are in force 461 policies for 


$379,700.00 of insurance. 


"The 
Insurance Deparlmenl has 


kept up a continuous campaign for 
business through circularizing avail- 
able lists—state banks and local olll- 
clals tlo not tend in business." 


It will be observed that the I'unrt is 


now carrying a total of $379/700.00 of 
insurance,

Whenever 
permits are given by tho Rallioad

"Blue Sky 
Law." 


The Legislature of 1913 passed what 


is commonly known as the "Blue Sky 
Law." Its purpose was to protect the 
people of the state against false repre- 
sentations in respect to the value of 
stocks and bonds that are offered for 
sale to our people. 
In the administration of this law it 


is found that it is always difficult, and 
sometimes impossible, to determine 
the value of the property that that 
type of obligation frequently repre- 
sents, particularly when the corpora- 
tions that issue the securities are dom- 
iciled in other states and the property- 
is also located elsewhere.
